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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: in the last line 
"feed" should be "fed". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. The limitation of a "wound package of ribbon, yarn, string or 

tape" in the second line and only "tape package" in the third line render the claim 

indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Thompson. 
In Figure 2, Thompson discloses an apparatus to unwind a wound package of tape (E) 
by going around an idle roller (18) and tape package (E) combination at least once 
before being unwound further along the dispensing system. The wound spool of 
Thompson is considered to be a package, because wound material with or without 
structural features, such as supports and flanges, defines a package. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Stevens is cited for disclosing the unwinding of a package of web 
material going around an idle roller and material package combination at least once 
before feeding further into the dispensing system. Brong, Alexander, Vanderheyden, 
and Turk are cited for disclosing the unwinding a package of tape material going around 
the idle roller and material package combination at least once.
